Response to Arguments Repeated 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 5/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Ewing does not teach or suggest an 
embossed blister however teaches a printed blister, emboss can be defined as to mold 
or carve in relief: emboss a design on a co/n J and printed can be defined as to press (a 

mark or design, for example) onto or into a surface.2 Hence, embossing can be 
interpreted as printing. 

In response to applicant's argument that claimed product differs in kind from the 
prior art, the process of making the prior art product is different from the claimed product 
however the prior art product itself is identical to the claimed product. Ewing discloses a 
blister pack comprising an embossed blister formed from a laminated film (col. 1 lines
